There is more gold than ever in the 
north Georgia hills, but it is of the tour- 
ist, rather than placer variety. 

More than a century ago the country 
north of Atlanta was one of the nation’s 
major gold-producing areas. Fortunes 
were made and lost in the mines and 
along the streams. The government built 
a mint in Dahlonega to turn this Georgia 
gold into coin. 

The gold rush in California drew the 
miners West at about the time the gold 
began -to play out. The War Between the 
States finished the industry, except for 
sporadic revivals, and the foundations of 
the old mint now support the administra- 
tion building of North Georgia College. 

Prospectors, however, still look for the 
big vein which mothered all the millions 
in nuggets and dust which were found in 
the streams and topsoil.

University at Chapel Hill 


Makes Historic Decision 


The University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill has announced it will admit 
three young Negro men to the freshman 
class, their qualifications having been 
found in order and a District Federal 
Court having ruled that all properly qual- 
ified applicants must be admitted. 


While several hundred Negro students, 


men and women, have for some years been 
attending professional schools in several 
States in the South, such as law and 
medicine, North Carolina is the first to 
admit undergraduates. 

The University of North Carolina de- 
cision will become, inevitably, a pilot 
project. The Tarheel state will be closely 
watched by all states facing the same 
problem. For the sake of the present and 
future we hope the university may not be 
subjected to any outside agitation as it 
deals with it. 

North Carolina, one of the so-called 
border states about the Deep South, has 
less Negro population than her more 
southerly neighbors. Happily for her, her 
political history includes much less agita- 
tion of the race issue than does the history 
of the Deep South states. Also, Negro ad- 
mission to her law school had come in 
previous years. As a consequence, her 
problem, while difficult, is not as severe 
as in those states which have had three 
quarters of a century of agitation and 
which have larger Negro populations. 

The North Carolina action confirms 
the view of Southern observers that com- 
pliance with the Supreme Court decision 
of May, 1954, would come first in the 
border states. How they are able to handle 
it will greatly influence the future.

Stone Mountain Into Confederate Memorial 


Atlanta—Further discussion of 
development of Stone Mountain 
as a Confederate Memorial 
should be of special interest to 
The Constitution. It was in your 
paper that the first proposal ever 
made by anyone that Stone 
Mountain be converted into a 
Confederate Memorial was made. 

The Constitution on May 26, 
1914, printed a letter from Wil- 
ham H. Terrell, resident of De- 
Kalb County in the Little Five 
Points area, an attorney and 
member of the Aflanta Board of 
Education from 1913 to 1921, in 


which he suggested that the 
mountain be converted into a 
‘‘permanent memorial to. the 


Confederacy.” The Constitution 
in the same issue endorsed Mr. 
Terrell’s suggestion and called it 
a ‘“‘bold challenge to imagina- 
tion.’’ 

Acting upon Mr. Terrell’s sug- 
gestion, the Daughters of the 
Confederacy’ later obtained from 
the owners of the mountain per- 
mission to sponsor the carving 
of such a memorial upon the 
sheer north side of*the mountain.

Government Tends 
To Slant the News 


WASHINGTON—There has been a growing ten- 
dency in Washington since the war for the govern- 
ment to put out not what it knows to be true but 


what it wants people to believe is true. 

This has been increasingly apparent in the field of foreign affairs, 
where professional diplomats too often appear in the role of amateur 
propagandists, and the latest announcement by the State Department 
on Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s visit to Moscow is a good case in point. 


The State Department charac- 
terized the establishment of dip- 
lomatic relations between the 5So- 
viet Union and the West German 
Federal Republic as a victory for 
the policies of the West. 

In a long formal statement 
drafted by Jacob Beam, director 
of the Office of Fastern Eurdpean 
Affairs, and Undersecretary of 
State Robert Murphy and. ap- 
proved by .Acting Secretary of 
State Herbert Hoover Jr., the de- 
partment sought to give the im- 
pression that it was pleased with 
the results of the Adenauer mis- 
sion, that this marked the end of 
Moscow’s “bankrupt” policies to- 
ward. Germany and that -it indi- 
cated the weakness of the Com- 
munist regime in East Germany. 

‘Nothing,’ said the statement, 
which was handed to Henry Suy- 
dam, the department's spokesman, 
to read, ‘‘could demonstrate more 
clearly the—artificial character of 
a regime (in East Germany) which 
obviously is totally without inde- 
pendence.” 


This statement bore almost no 


resemblance to the analysis of the 
Moscow-Bonn talks cabled to the 
State Department by the U-:S: Em- 
bassy there. It served a useful 
propaganda purpose in West Ger- 
many by backing up the German 
Chancellor but it gave the Ameri- 
can public a wholly inaccurate im- 
pression of what the State Depart- 
ment really feit and thought about 
the renewal of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Bonn and Moscow. 

The main result of the deci- 
sion to place a Soviet ambassador 


in Bonn and West German am- 


bassador in Moscow is that this 
gives the Soviet Union an oppor- 
tunity to negotiate direct with both 
the West Germans and the East 
Germans without the participation 
of the United. States, Britain and 
France, 

Once these embassies are es- 
tablished, Moscow alone among 
the Big Four will have direct con- 
tact with both parts of Germany 
and thus will be in much better 
position to enter into direct nego- 


. tiations for the creation of a uni- 


fied and neutralized Germany. 

The State Department was be- 
ing criticized in the embassies to- 
day for putting out a statement it 
was under no obligation to issue, 
for claiming ‘‘victories’’ which its 
own top officials doubted. 

This sort of thing has been going 
on for quite a while. 

At the Bandung Conference of 
the Asiatic powers the. official 
propagandists emphasized the 
Western ‘‘victories’’ and played 
down the gains of the other side. 

At the Soviet-Yugoslav confer- 
ence the personal antics and clum. 
siness of the Russians were played 
up and very little attention was 
paid to the improvement in Yugo- 
slav-Soviet relations which is now 
beginning to worry Western offi- 
cials. : 

At Geneva the official spokes- 
men, who were the sole sources 
of the news, played up the smiles 
and minimized the differences of 
substance, with the result that the 
official line has had to be°changed 
once more in order to try. to bring 


things back into a little better pro- 


portion, 


i 
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Feelings have absolutely nothing 
to do with it.”

Set up in one of the oldest build- 
ings in Americus with one of the 
newest industries, the Walker firm 
is chomping out cut nails at top 
capacity. Even that is not fast 
enough to keep up with the orders.

1814. The date was Sept. 12. The British were back, 


asking for trouble 


again, and we as usual were unprepared for war. British warships lay 
in the Chesapeake Bay and 5,000 soldiers, Wellington’s ‘‘Old Invinci- 
bles,” who had whipped Napoleon, were on the ground.
